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WHAT IS SOCIALISM ? 


Mr. H. G. Wells, the novelist, begins a 
most interesting series of papers in the July 
number of the “Grand Magazine,” which he 
calls “New Worlds for Old.” In the first paper 
he calls himself “a Socialist, but he is by no 
ineans a fanatical or uncritical adherent.” 

In the last few years Mr. Wells says he has 
“gone into the Socialist movement personally, 
and studied it closely and intimately at first 
hand. ... From these inquiries he has emerged 
with certain very definite conclusions. as to 
the trend and needs of Social development, 
and these he is now rendering in these papers.” 

To Mr. Wells, Socialism presents itself as a 
very noble but a very homan and fallible 
system of ideas, He does in all sincerity regard 
its spirit, its intimate substance as the most 
hopeful thing in human affairs at the present 
time, but he does also find it shares with all 
mondane concerns: the qualities of inadequacy 
and error. It suffers from the penalty of noble 
propositions : it ishampered by the insuffici- 
ency of its supporters and advocates, and by 
the superficial tarnish that necessarily falls in 
an atmosphere of greed and conflict darkest 
upon the brightest things. In spite of these 
admissions of failure ‘and unworthiness in him- 
self and those about him he remains a 
Socialist. 

“In discusssing Socialism with all sorts of 
people he has necessarily had time after time 
to encounter and frame a reply to a very 
simple seeming and a really very difficult 
question: ‘What: is Socialism? It is almost 
like asking, ‘What is Christianity ?’. or demand- 
ing to be shown the atmosphere. It is not to 
be answered fully by a formula or an epigram. 

‘Again and again the writer has been asked 
for some book which would set out’ in uon- 
technical language, frankly and straightfor- 
wardly, what Socialism is and what it is not, 
and always he has hesitated in his reply. Many 
good books there are upon this subject, clear 
and well written, but none that seem to tell 
the whole story as he knows it; no book that 
gives not only the outline but the spirit, 
answers the main objections, clears up the 
chief ambiguities,’ covers the ground ; no book 
that one can put into the hands of inquiring 
youthandsay: ‘There! that willtell you precisely 
the broad facts you want to know.’ Some day, 
no doubt, such a book will come. In the mean- 
while, he has ventured to put forth this 
temporary substitute, his own ascount of the 
faith that is in him. 

“Socialism, then, as he understands it is a 
great intellectual process, a development of 
desires and ideas that takes the form of a 
project for the re-shaping of human society 
upon new and better lines. It is a world- 
mending movement, a movement that aims 
ultimately to make life nobler and finer, to 
make the conditions of life better, and great 
multitudes of people happier and more free 
and worthy than they are at the present time. 
That in the ampler proposition, is what So- 
cialism claims to be. This book seeks to expand 
and establish that proposition, and to define 
the principles upon which the Socialist believes 
this reconstruction of society should go. The 
particulars and justification of this project 


and this claim it will be the business of this 
book to discuss just as plainly and frankly 
as the writer can,” |

“Mr. Kaim, however, opened his house to them 
and invited them to use his pumps which 
helped to extinguish the flames. Fortunately 
no one was injured and the damage done was 
not considerable. 


Calro’s Collapsed House.

A BELATED ANNOUNCEMENT, 


‘Information eee the trend of events 
in this country seems to travel very slowly 
to some parts of Europe, judging by a pa- 
ragraph, which appears in a recent issue of 
a Cologne: newspaper. According to this 
journal “the idea is gaining ground in Egypt 
that .the National Bank of Egypt must be 
transformed into a State bank. The large 
exporters of cotton will son require conside- 
rable suns, and if these are not available 
at the right moment the whole of the - 
fits of the harvest will not’ be obtained, 
matter which would have serious scsiien ae 
ces to the economic life of Egypt. A State 
bank is needed, the Cologne newspaper sta- 
tes, which would fundamentally support the 
export trade in cotton. That the. suggestion 
is approved in -high quarters is shown by 
the issue of a recent decree sanctioning the 
emission of shares by the National Bank 
of the nominal value of £500,000, and this, 
too, at. a time when new foundations and 
« capital augmentations are regarded with 
scepticism.” . 

‘In view of the frequent references to the 
ieyotiations for the conversion of the Na- 
tional Bank into a State institution which 
Lave appeared in the “Gazette” and other 
journalist during the past tevelve months 
the aboye announcement may not unreaso- 
nably he ceseribed as “late.”

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DURABILITY OF SAND BRICKS.

At this moment of crisis, which is attributed 
especially to speculation in land and in shares, 
the attention of the public has been attracted 
to the fact that Egypt lacks almost entirely an 
industry, which should also afford’a living for 
a certain proportion of the inhabitants of this 
country. 

We have had occasion to note that there is 
among us an industry which is progressing 
and which gives not only employment to a suft- 
ciently large number of workmen, but will also 
give dividends to the capital which created it 
Invited by Mr. Schoeller, Chairman of the 
Company, we visited the works of the Alex- 
andria Arenolith Company situated on the 
bank of the Mahmoudieh Canal directly oppo- 
site the State Railways Nouzha station. This 
factory of Silicocalcareous bricks with its actual 
equipment ean produce about 50,000 bricks a 
day. Many of our readers will have noticed its 
chimney, 40 metres high, bearing in red letters 
the word Arenolith, which is to say sandstone. 

For a long time this industry has been 
known in Europe, where these stones are 
used for the construction of the highest 
buildings, for they can resist a pressure of 
200 kilogrammes, and even more, to the surface 
of one square centimétre ; i.e. they are three 
times stronger than the calcareous stone of 
Mex. ‘The system of manufacture, certain 
details of which are protected by patents, 
is simple enough. ‘The silicious sand is 
mixed by machines with chalk, and the mass 
so formed is raised by elevators to the presses 
where they are formed into bricks. On being 
taken from the presses the bricks are placed 
on waggons by which they are conveyed to 
the autoclaves. In these autoclaves, which 
are of large dimensions, each being able to 
hold 11,000 bricks at a time, they are exposed 
for a certain number of hours to steam under 
high pressure, which constitutes the hardening 
process. ‘The brick can be used immediately 
it leaves the hardening cylinders, and it has 
the good quality of hardening still more under 
atmospheric influence. 

The factory, which employs about 100 work- 
men, is situated very favourably on the right 
bank of the Mahmoudieh canal, and the State 
Railway line connects with that of the factory, 
so that orders for the interior can be despatch- 
ed either Ly rail or by water direct froin the 
factory. 

A high gas generating furnace in which the 
chalk will be caleinated is about to be built in 
the same factory on the most modern and most 
economical lines. In this way the company will 
be enabled to make bricks possessing all the 
qualities which a stone ought to have, to be 
used for solid constructions and without giving 
too great a weight to the building, This latter 
advantage is of great value in Egypt, where 
one is often compelled to build on artificial soil. 

In fact, the brick is stronger and lighter 
than the calcareous stone of the country and 
with its fine colour is especially adapted to a 
building with the appearance of masonry. The 
factory also makes variously shaped and 
eoloured bricks with undestroyable colours 
with which one can obtain beautiful effects of 
architecture, and in the simplest manner. 

One is convinced of this fact in observing the 
two handsome villas now being built at the 
Cleopatra Halte quite near the Ramleh tram 
line. But this stone is also already in use for 
more important baflalings, and the Government 
Administrations employ it for many public 
buildings. Large offices have been built with 
this material at Gabbary station and the 
Government schools at Moharrem Bey are to 
be built with these bricks. The new Deaco- 
nesses’ Hospital will also be built of the same 
material and .it is being used for several 
private houses oni account of the rapidity and 
ease which it affords in construction. 

Contractors who are, perhaps, not yet aware 
of the excellent qualities of the silico caleareous 
brick, called: sandbrick in England, will be 
greatly interested to learn that the new Liver- 
pool Cotton Bourse is built of this material. 
Alongside this bourse an immense building of 
seven storeys is also aboyt to be built of silico- 
ealeareous bricks, which proves what great 
confidence one has in this stone in Europe. 
In Prussia the Minister of Public Works has 
allowed their use for hydraulic constructions. 
In Holland, at the Hague, there have been 
entire streets made of this stone for ten years, 
the walls not being plastered. They have the 
aspect of having been built yesterday. Before 
the construction of the Arenolith Company's 
factory at Nouzha, Mr. Schoeller paid a visit 
to the Hague to assure himself of these facts. 
In Spain and in Portugal, as well as in Italy, 
several factories of the same nature have been 
in operation for several years, and everywhere 
the Arenolith stone gives the greatest satis- 
faction. 

The material is the best suited to the 
soil and the climate of Egypt. The factory 
is built in such a way that the production 
ean be doubled by adding some presses im- 
mediately the néed of them is felt, and 
we can only hope that this will soon be the 
case, and all the more so becanse the found- 
ers have never taken advantage of the cir- 
cumstances which raised immeasurably so 
many shares, knowing that their share in 
this solid concern, based upon an industry 
which was a requirement of the country, 
must in time give a good account of itself.

CATRO WATER SUPPLY.

. Sir,—It is generally found that, after resid- 
ing 80me years in this country, we fall. into 
the ways of it and take things as they come. 


So far, so good, ‘but I think where public 


health is concerned it is necessary to throw 


aside this indifference. When the artesian. 


wells at Rod el Forag were first started, I 
recollect a letter appearing’ at the time ‘in the 
“Cairo Morning News” froma Cairo : doctor, 
pointing out that certain injurious substances 
were found in this supply. Since that time, 
I have noticed that analyses have been made 
from time to time, probably at the instance 
of the Public Heath Department and»now.I 
notice that three experts are to be brought 
from Earope to again test this supply. . It will 
be rather interesting to know (1) why the 
ordinary native “Zeers” atter being used. to 
filter this water become black inside (2) why 
boilers show excessive scale (3) why’ the 
candles of a Berksfeld filter should also show 
signs of -tutning black. Apart from what I 
have heard others say abont their boilers 
getting spoilt, have proved it in a boiler 
used by myself. The PH.D. say it is not 
necessary to usea filter, when the supply is 


from Rod el Farag ; but froin force of habit I 
‘still continue to use mine, which is one of ten 
‘candles and I tound the above result. Last 


‘week you reported in your paper, that the 
\medical officer of the Egyptian Army had 
lodged a complaint with the Public Health 
Department regarding the quality of water. 
The health of cities depend to a great extent 
lon a pure water supply and I trust. that abler 
ipens than mine qill now take up the subject. 
‘Meantime, enclosieg my card and hoping yon 
‘will find space to insert this.

EGYPT'S WATER SUPPLY. 


THE EXPERT _ COMMITTEE 


The Metropolitan “Water Board peoeente 
an emergency report on the 19th inst., 
which it was stated that a communication ‘had | 
been received from the Egyptian Government, 
stating that it was proposed to appoint English, 


French and German experts to report on the} 


water supply of that country. The Council of 
the Royal Society had been approached, and 
hadrecOmmended that Dr. Houston, the Board’s 

bacteriologist and chief water examiner, should 


be selected. The Committee had come. to the}. 


unanimons conclusion that Dr. Houston should. 
be permitted to attend the Conference, which 
would be held in November next. The fee 
would be £750. The Committee recommended 
that Dr. Houston should be permitted to 
receive the fee. 

Mr. King pointed out that that afternoon 
they had voted, without discussion, in favour 
of Dr. Houston receiving £400 for work done 
for the Belfast Corporation, and the question 
was where this was going to end. 

The chairman said Dr. Houston proposed 
to take his vacation at the time named. 

After further discussion, the recommeénda- 
tion was adopted by 18 votes to 13.

A FIERCE’ FIGHT. 

The “Sudan Times” gives the following 
account of a fierce fight between a Government 
engineer and a wounded lion, in which, happily 
the lion came off second best, though ‘worsted 
by the timely arrival of the crew of the ship, 
of which Mx Salmon, the lion hunter was 
engineer : — 

Severely wounded and bruised as the result 
of an encounter with a lion, Mr. C. H. Salmon, 
one of the engineers of the Steamers and Boats 
Department, arrived on board the steamer 
“Dal” at Khartoum North last Friday evening. 

A correspondent at Khartoum North writes 
us the following narrative of the incident as 
related to him by eye-witnesses : 


About eight days ago Mr. Salmon while on | 


board the Steamer ‘Metemmah” between 
Fashoda and Melut, discovered a lion among 
the bushes on the shore. He at once armed 
himself and disembarked and started for him, 
asking those on board not to follow him. He 
shot twice at the lion, both shots taking effect. 
One bullet struck him in the shoulder and the 
other in the abdomen. Ater a struggle of'a few 
minutes, which seemed to be his death agony, 
the lion lay motionless. ‘But upon Mr. Salmon’s 
approaching, the lien bounced upon him throw- 
ing him down to the ground, and crouching 
upon him. Notwithstanding the critical posi- 
tion in which he was, however, Mr. Salmon did 
not lose his presence of mind. He held the 
lion’s neck with bis left hand and was fumbling 
with his right for his knife. Before he succeed- 
ed in finding the knife, the lion had 
bitten his thigh and crushed his ‘toes. He 
gave the beast a stab in the eyes which infu- 

riated him, and he snapped at the hand that 
struck him, badly lacerating and smashing it. 
The pain, however, was too much for him, and 


‘he started to retreat. The crew of the steamer 


now arrived upon the scene. They despatched 
the exhausted lion without much difficulty, and 
earried Mr. Salmon to the boat. The barges 
which were towed by the steamer were left at 


that place, and the steamer sailed with all |. 


possible speed to Fashoda, where Mr. Salmon 
was taken to the hospital, and received medical 
attention. He was then transferred to the steain- 
er “Dal,” on board of which be was brought 
to Khartoum, accompanied by Sagh Mohd. 
Effendi Burhan, M.D.
